He urges that all seed be disin­ 
fected before it is planted, and that 
poison Is* mixed with the seed when iti* 
put m tho ground.

winter of that year killed the pest. There 
are now evidences that the weevil has 
thrived and propagated daring the re- 
ceut mild winter, and it is predicted that 
it will greatly damage, if not wholly 
rum the Texas cotton cron this year, 
unless measures are taken to eradicate it.

Colonel Dim ny w as re­ 
ferring to tho crowd of armed mountain 
m en w ho hail assembled ut the capital 
and camped in the statehouse yard just 
prior to Governor Goebel’s assassination. 
Colonel Campbell replied that he did 
not consider it lawful aud was surprised 
to know that Air. Denny had come here 
armed. 
D enny denied having mado such a 
statem ent and said he did not come I 
armed. 
Campbell insisted that he had : 
made the statem ent. 
Both men were ! 
very mucli4*xcited and sjHike w ith ve- 
hem enci and w ith arms shaking com- 
m enced to advance toward each other. 
The courtroom w as crowded and 
audience evidently thought a fight was 
on and made a rush for the doors and 
windows, people falling over each other 
in their w ild efforts to get out of the 
room. 
Several policemen and deputy sheriffs 
Wert; crying for order and Judge Moore 
was br inging his gravel down w ith ter­ 
rific* fem - and urging the people to take 
their seats. 
After five or ten m inutes of tho most ex­ 
citing scenes since the assassination, 
quiet w as restored. 
Just as soon as th.* room began to 
grow orderly ex-Governor Brown, one oi 
the attorn eys lo r the d.Tense, whispered 
to Coli mJ Campbell, 
who promptly 
arose and apologized to D enny and to
